MUST GO BACK. 


Four Hundred Italian Emigrants to 
Be Deported. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS Wm) 


NEW YORK, March 27.—At least 400 
of the 2000 Italian immigrants who were 
landed on Ellis Island on Sunday and 
Monday will be deported, as they have 
not the means to subsist upon for thirty 
days. The law requires each immigrant 
to have at least $30, or to have some 
relative in America before he is ad- 
mitted. 

Commissioner Senner attributes the 
large migration of Italians to the Ital- 
jan invasion of Abyssinia, to which 
most Italian peasants are averse. They 
do not wish to be drafted into the army, 
and so, to avoid becoming conscripts, 
they emigrate. In many instances they 
have sold their household effects in 
order to raise their passage money. Of 
the vast number of Italian immigrants 
now on Ellis Island, but a very small 
proportion are ticketed through to 
other towns.

A Chicago Telegrapher Says He Can

CHICAGO, March 27.—A special to 
the Times-Herald from New Tork 
says that C. D. Vaughn, manager of 
the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany’s station at the foot of West 
Fifty-fifth street, says he has about 
completed an invention, by the use of 
which it will be possible to telephone 
across the ocean.

BOSTON, March 27.—A larger and 
more enthusiastic body of prominent 
| Republicans has seldom met at a State 
convention here than was gathered at 
Music Hall today to elect four dele- 
gates-at large and their alternates to 
attend the national convention at St. 
Louis, Of 2002 delegates entitled to a 
seat in the convention, 1851 were pres- 
ent, full of enthusiasm for Hon, Thomas 
B. Reed as a candidate for President. 
Every delegate had in his buttonhole a 
Reed button, bearing the picture of the 
man, with a background. of national 
colors, and every time the name of 
Maine’s statesman was uttered cheers 
burst from the throats of the vast 
crowd that filled the conveation hall. 

Nor were the delegates much more en- 
thusiastic than the scores of ladies who 
ocupied seats in the first gallery. While 
the men applauded and cheered, the 
women waved their scarfs and hand- 
kerchiefs. The hall was almost com- 
pletely lined with bunting, punctured 
by groups of flags. Baldwin’s full band 
bore its part in keeping up the en- 
thusiasm by playing the national and 
patriotic melodies. 

The proceedings of the convention 
were harmonious in a marked degree, 
and the programme mapped out by the 
State committee was a:dopicd with a 
single exception, that of the election of 
Dr. S. E. Courtney of Boston, a cciored 
man, to be alternate. He was nomi- 
nated from the floor by Morris C. Aller, 
a colored delegate from Boston. The 
speeches were listened to with marked 
attention, and every point seemed to re- 
ceive its merited amount of applause or 
laughter. This was particularly the 
case when Congressman McCall and 
Senator Lodge were delivering their ad-

hall, they filled in the time ch ring 
prominent members as they entered. 
The first grand volley came when 
Chairman George H. Lyman, followed 
by the State Committee, mounted the 
platform. Lyman called the conven- 
tion to order and the call was read. 
Bishop Lawrence offered prayer and 
eloquently referred to the just and pure 
life of the late Gov. Greenhalge. Ly- 
man then addressed the delegates. 

Mr. Lyman said: 

“we are assembled in convention, em- 
powered by the suffrages of the Repub- 
lican voters of Massachusetts, to qut- 
line and determine the policy of this 
commonwealth when she shall meet the 
representatives from her sister States, 
at perhaps the most important national 
convention in the history of the great 
American party. We mieet, after a 
lapse of four years, to select good men 
and true, who are to speak for the com- 
monwealth at the convention, and also 
to agree upon and formulate such rules 
of government as shall best tend to rep- 
resent and interpret the principles of 
the party we honor—the foundation of 
our best citizenship. Let the national 
convention stand true to the best inter- 
ests of the Republican party, an hon- 
est dollar, and the institutions of our 
country, and that party’s defeat is an 
impossibility. 

Gentlemen, our position is a very re- 
sponsible one. In thought and name 
and being we are one with that New 
England sisterhood of States, whose 
proudest record has ever been for the 
royal support of those institutions. 
Why has no New England State yet 
met in convention? Is it not because 
they demand first to hear the voice of 
Massachusetts? Toward the decline of 
the eighteenth century, with sword and 
pen, in council and on the field, New 
England, with united purpose, was 
the foremost in establishing this 
great government under which we live;

The platform also declares American 
ships should. carry American trade, 
and the freight be paid to Americans. 
It is entirely opposed to the free, un- 
limited. coihage of silver and any 
change in the existing gold standard ex- 
cept by international agreement; it op- 
poses the unsound, dangerous system of 
State banks, supports the national 
banking system; declares for restricted 
immigration; declares the United States 
should adhere strictly to the American 
principle of entire separation of church 
and state, and declares appropriations 
of public money for sectarian schools 
should not be permitted. It believes in 
a foreign policy at all times vigorous, 
firm and dignified. he Monroe doc- 
trine must always be upheld; sympa- 
thizes with.the Cubans in the struggle 
for-independence, and declares. its pre- 
‘ference for Thomas B. Reed for the 
Presidency. 

The following delegates to the Na- 
tional convention were chosen by ac- 
clamation: Henry Cabot Lodge, W. T.

That Bug in the New Mexico

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The Sen- 
ate indulged in an acrimonious politi- 
cal debate today, which developed 
much personal and party feelings, and 
brought on two sharp personal ex- 


changes between Senator Hill and Sen- 


ator Elkins. The controversyarose 
over Senator Hill's motion to strike 
from the pending appropriation bill the 
proposed change of the date of assem- 
bling the New Mexico Legislature from 
December to May. 


Senator Hill vigorously denounced 
the change as a “political trick,” 
which had been “sneaked into” this ap- 
propriation bill, in order, as he claimed, 
to postpone the meeting of the Demo- 
cratic Legislature in the hope that a 
Republican President would be elected 
and the political control of the Terri- 

Senator Elkins protested against the 
words “sneaked in.” The exchange be- 
tween the Senators was very animated, 
but Senator Hill persisted in the use of 
his adjectives. Later Senator Brice 
sought to question Senator Elkins, 
when the latter brought up the offen- 
sive personal dispatch which had been 
sent to Senator Brice from New Mexico. 

The debate took a wide range, Sena- 
tors Gorman, Faulkner, Cockrell and 
other Democrats taking the provision 
as political, while Senators Elkins, Car- 
ter, Cullom and other Republican Sena- 
tors defended it. Senator Cullom 
sought to table Senator Hill's motion, 
but in a motion to this effect failed, 21 
to 29, whereupon Senator Cullom 
yielded to the Hill motion, and the New 
Mexico provision was stricken out. 

At the close of the day the Senate 
passed the Legislative Appropriation 
Bill, carrying $21,500,000. Aside from 
providing the usual appropriations, the 
bill is important as effecting a reform of 
the system of compensation for United 
States district attorneys and marshals, 
salaries beigg substituted for fees. The 
Senate adjourned until Monday. 

The Appropriations Committee at- 
tempted to take up the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation Bill today, but the mem- 
bers who were interested in bills on the 
private calendar defeated them by a 
vote of 142 to 77. The members of the 
Appropriations Committee do not view 
their defeat as the result of opposition 
to the appropriation bill. Members

He Attacks the Foreign Policy of the 
Government, 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
LONDON. March 27.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) “ The Earl of Rosebery, leader 
of the Liberal party, made an important 
speech tonight before the National Lib- 
eral Federation. 

Lord Rosebery complained of the for- 
eign complications which had come 
upon the country since Lord Salisbury 
had come into office. He argued that 
the bill of Mr. Long, president of the 
Agricultural Board, proposing to make 
permanent the restrictions on the im- 
portation of Canadiancattle, was wholly 
inconsistent with Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain’s speech on Wednesday 
before the Canada Club suggesting a 
small tariff on food products and raw 
material imported into Great Britain 
for elsewhere than her colonies, in re- 
turn for the free entry of British man 
ufactures into all the colonies. i 

“His scheme for an imperial sov- 
ereignty of the colonies and Great Brit- 
ain,” Lord Rosebery continued, speak- 
ing of this speech, demands very 
grave consideration both by those who 
propose it and by those who have to. 
vote upon it.“ 

He asked if this was a Cabinet pro- 
Dosal or was it the programme of an 
individual, and why, before making the 
proposals, the government had adopted 
the Diseased Animal Bill, which was a 
final damper upon one of the great 
sources of trade of the Canadian breed- 
ers with Great Britain. He did not 
know how to reconcile these two, but 
he strongly suspected that the Cana- 
dian thinker and politician and the man 
of business would prefer not to häve 
had this great scheme promulgated on 
condition that Mr. Long’s bill had not 
been submitted. He had only one thing 
to add, and that was that he did not

A SECRET TREATY. 


China and Russia Appear to Have 
Formed a Compact. 
N ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 27.—The 
North China Daily News prints what 
is said to be a translation of a secret 
treaty entered into between Russia and 
China. The treaty allows Russia to 
use any of the harbors along the coast 
of China, to mobilize fleets therein, buy 
coal and supplies, recruit forces in 
Chinese territory, buy horses, hire 
coolies, etc. Russia is to have the use 
of Port Arthur as a winter harbor, but 
if complications with powers 
should arise Russia may use any other 
port, on the coasts of Kiangsu and Che 
Kiang. 

In return Russia is to help China in 
case of war with other powers. Russia 
will be permitted to build a branch of 
the Siberian railway through Man- 
churia, the line to be controlled jointly 
for fifteen years by China and Russia. 
At the end of that time China is to be 
allowed to purchase Russia’s share of 
the branch road. In order to protect 
this road Russia will be allowed to hola 
one of the islands near Talien Wan. 
Russia will also be aHowed to fortify 
points in Chinese territory opposite 
Vladivostok. 

If Russia and Japan should come to 
blows, Russia is given permission to 
attack the western frontiers of Korea 
by way of the Yalu River. China will 
open her markets to the sale of Rus- 
sian goods and Russia will lend sev- 
era] hundred officers to drill about one 
hundred thousand Chinese troops. This 
treaty is taken seriously by the Japa- 
hese papers and is believéd to be au- 
thentic.

Gov. Budd Refuses to Recognize Gov. 
Perkins’s Commutation. 

SACRAMENTO, March 27.—H. E. 
Brown is serving a life sentence for 
murder committed in Mendocino county 
while Brown was the leader of a gang 
of cattle-thieves.

THE MINERAL LAND BILL. 


Miners Blame Western Congressmen 
for Delaying Its Passage. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, March 27.—Presi- 
dent Jacob H. Neff of the California 
Miners’ Association, is expected here 
from Auburn tomorrow. He has been 
advised by many of the prominent 
miners to call a meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the association to 
take some action on the present hos- 
tility of Senator Stewart of Nevada and 
Senator Mitchell of Oregon toward the 
Mineral Land Bill on behalf of Califor- 
nia, now pending in Congress. 

This bill has passed the House, and 
has been reported favorably to the Sen- 
ate by its Committee on Public Lands, 
of which Senator Dubois of Idaho is 
Chairman. The object of the bill is to 
prevent the Huntington railroad syn- 
dicate from patenting as agricultural 
land and mineral lands within the 
limits of its Congress land grants in 
California. The miners here blame 
Congressman Grove L. Johnson of Sac- 
ramento for this condition of affairs, 
and are strongly of the opinion that he 
is acting in harmony with Mr. Hunt- 
ington by delaying its passage, instead 
of openly opposing it. 

Some of the most prominent mining 
men here believe that Huntington will 
do all he can to prevent the passage of 
the bill in question. They figure that 
within the limits of Huntington’s land 
grant in California there are 3,000,- 
000 acres of land, that on a fair inspec- 
tion would be found to me more min- 
eral than agricultural in character. 
They believe that he has made up his 
mind to patent all this land under the 
plea that it is agricultural if he can 
possibly do so. Once that he has all 
this land in his possession they assert 
that he will not sell any of the mineral 
land for less than $100 an acre, 

In other words, they go so far as to 
say that if Huntington can patent all 
of the mineral lands within his present 
railroad land grant it will be ulti- 
mately worth to him $300,000,000 or 
thereabouts. The miners admit that if 
the present bill before Congress is de- 
feated there is very little hope of pre- 
venting Huntington from patenting 
every acre of land within his railroad 
land grant. 

The intention is to have a meeting of 
the association’s Executive Committee 
early next week, when a memorial con- 
taining the facts in the case will be pre- 
pared and sent to every member of 
Congress. 


Spreckels Gives Something Away. 


SANTA CRUZ, March 27.—Claus 
Spreckels this evening sent from San 
Francisco a deed to the county for the 
public use of a strip of land forty feet 
wide and one mile long, running from 
the county road through Spreckels’s 
country place to Aptos Beach. What 
makes the gift marked is that a few 
years ago there was litigation over the 
land, the county claiming it was a pub- 
lic highway. A gate was placed across 
the road by employés of Spreckels. A 
lawsuit followed, which resulted in a 
victory for the Sugar King. Spreckels 
now shows his good feeling toward the 
county by donating the land, the only 
proviso being that it shall always be 
used for public purposes. 


James Donley’s Death. 


STOCKTON, March 27.—Today the 
deputy coroner, in more closely exam- 
ining the clothes of the drowned man, 
James Donley, found a certificate of 
deposit for $100 which was issued to

as they have been earning. | 
But the carrying out of this plan of 
the Transcontinental Association sig 
nifles much more than that the ship- 
pers are to be taxed to pay this sub- 
sidy to the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company and the Panama Railroad 
Company. It means that every mer- 
chant who has need to ship a pound of 
freight over any of the transcontinental 
lines is to contribute much more largely 
to the revenues of these lines than 
heretofore, not only that this subsidy 
may be paid, but that the roads which 
are responsible for it may make a 
profit that will justify them in its pay- 
ment. In other words, it means that 
there will be a decided advance in rates 
all along the line, with a correspond- 
ingly heavier burden upon commerce,

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 
The Slayer 


of Tom Carroll Now a 
Free Man. 


To the surprise of almost every one 
familiar with the trial of Lewis Har- 
mon, for the killing of T. Carroll, the 
jury in the case yesterday rendered a 
verdict of not guilty,” acquitting Har- 
mon of the charge upon the ground of 
justifiable homicide. . 

The entire day yesterday was con- 
sumed in hearing the arguments of the 
defendant’s attorneys, and of Dist.- 
Atty. Donnell, Judge Smith charged 
the jury with the usual formulas, and 
after an absence of about thirty min- 
utes, a verdict was rendered, as noted 
above. 

This killing occurred December 11, 
1895, in a saloon at Main and Washing- 
ton streets, and was the outcome of 
bad feeling between the two men, who 
had worked together, as partners, upon 
buildings in in the city. In the saloon 
words passed between the men, and 
upon Carrolls drawing a knife, Har- 
mon shot and killed him almost in- 
stantly. It was the common opinion, 
during the progress of the case, that 
Harmon would be convicted of man- 
slaughter, hence the surprise occa- 
sioned by yesterday’s verdict. 


IT LACKED TWO WORDS, 


Defective Complaint by Which How- 
land Secures His Liberty. 


Judge Smith yesterday received from 
the Supreme Court its decision in the 
notorious Howland case. By this de- 
cision Howland will be released from 
San Quentin, where he has been for 
almost a year, serving a two -years’ 
sentence for perjury. 5 

The case attracted much interest at 
the time of its trial before Judge Smith, 
and there was a general feeling of-sat- 
isfaction when Howland, who was a 
spiritualistic fakir, and a preacher of 
divers and sundry “off-color” doctrines, 
was convicted of perjury committed in 
a case tried at Pasadena, and by the 
court sentenced to serve two years in 
San 

Now Howland is to n his liberty, 
and because the complaint upon Thich 
he was arrested in Pasadena, neglected 
to state that a certain meeting at 
which the fuss originated, that finally 
landed Howland in the penitentiary, 
was held in Pasadena.” By this 
omission, the Supreme Court holds that 
the Recorder in Pasadena failed to have 
jurisdiction in the case, and thus the 
entire superstructure of the case was 
rendered worthless. 

When Howland was arraigned before 
Judge Smith, upon an information fur- 
nished by the District Attorney, his 
attorney moved to set aside the infor- 
mation, upon the ground that Howland 
had not been legally committed by a 
magistrate. The motion was denied by 
Judge Smith, and its denial is the basis 
of one of the exceptions upon which 
Howland relied for a reversal of the 
judgment. 

Howland urged that this complaint 
did not charge a public offense, and 
did not, for that reason, constitute a 
legal basis for a prosecution against 
him, or upon which he could compe- 
tently be held to answer. The particu-

tion of said Recorder, and it was 
claimed that unless it affirmatively ap- 
pear that the false oath was taken in a 
case whereof the Recorder had juris- 
diction, the matters sworn to are not 
material, and do not constitute perjury. 

Says the Supreme Court in its de- 
cision: 

“That the complaint in question is 
lacking in the particular specified, is 
patently manifested. It charges the de- 
tendant with falsely stating that How- 
ard ‘did on the 7th day of October, 1894, 
disturb and disquiet an assemblage of 
people, met for religious worship,’ but 
it does not show that such alleged mis- 
demeanor was one of which the Recor- 
der had jurisdiction to inquire, since 
it is nowhere alleged that the same 
was committed within the city of Pasa- 
dena. 

The Supreme Court, after stating 
that the primary essential in evidenc- 
ing committed perjury, or other crimes 
during a criminal trial, is that the 
court before whom the case was tried 
had jurisdiction in the matter, says: 

“There is no provision of the statute 
by which a defendant may take advan- 
tage of the admission of immaterial or 
inéompetent evidence by the magistrate. 
Hence all manner of crimes may be 
proved against him and thus the Dis- 
trict Attorney would have the privilege 
of selecting the most heinous on which 
to frame his information. Such is not 
the law, and whenever a defendant is 
informed against for an offense differ- 
ent from that charged in the complaint 
upon which he was examined, or not in- 
cluded therein, he has had no examina- 
tion for that offense and is entitled to 
have the information set aside upon the 
ground that he has not been legally 
committed. 7 | 

“From these principles it would seem 
to follow as a necessary corollary, that 
if the complaint is the measure of the 
people's rights in proceeding against a 
defendant in any case, such complaint 
must charge him with a public offense. 
If the commitment. and information 
cannot go beyond the complaint and 
the latter fail to state any crime, logic 
is irresistible that the defendant has 
not been legally held to answer for an 
offense. And this must be true. 

“Tt cannot be that it was ever con- 


‘templated either by the framers of the 


Constitution, or the Legislature pro- 
ceeding under that instrument, that à 
citizen can be arrested and put to the 
indignity and public shame of deten- 
tion and examination upon a criminal 
charge, to say nothing of the inconven- 
fence and pecuniary detriment incurred 
thereby, without a formal complaint 
which charges at least in substantial 


The Penal Code provides that: ‘The 
complaint is the allegation in writing 
made to a court or magistrate that a 
person has been guilty of some desig- 
nated offense.’ 

“Of course, such complaint need not 
necessarily charge the offense with all 
the technical nicety of an indictment 


the essential elements of the crime, we 
have no doubt. In this requirement, the 


pointed out, and it follows within the 
principles above stated, that the Dis- 
trict Attorney was not authorized to 
present, às he did, an information 


which traveled outside the eomplaint 
for facts upon which the charge therein 


stated ts based. It results from these 
views that defendant was not igre 
committed and the court should have 
granted the motion to set aside the in- 
formation.

‘THE SUPREME COURT, 


Decisions Reversed and Modified by 
the Upper Court. 


An opinion was yesterday handed 
down by the Supreme Court in the case 
of A. B. Salisbury vs. John Burr and 
Gregory Perkins, Jr., reversing the 
judgment of the lower court in granting 
a new trial, and recommending that 
the cause be remanded. 

This was a case in which A. B. Salis- 
bury purchased an entire stock of gro- 
ceries owned by F. E. Randall,who was 
then indebted to a number of merchants. 
in Los Angeles for claims that Were 
past due, and Randall was, in conse- 
quence, under the law an insolvent. 
After the sale the creditors attached 
the property and took it from the pur- 
chaser, claiming that no one has a right 
to buy a stock of goods from an insol- 
vent debtor, irrespective of the fact. 
whether or not such purchaser knew 
of such indebtedness. 

The creditors insisted that the correct 
construction of the insolvent law is that 
where one purchases an entire stock of 
goods, the purchaser must satisfy him- 
self by making such diligent inquiry as 
an intelligent, honest, business man 
would to discover the fact whether or 
not the person selling the goods was or 
was not then insolvent; that if he failed 
to make such inquiry, the transfer to 
him, although he paid full value there- 
for, was absolutely void, and that the 
creditors or the assignee of an insolvent 
could recover the stock of goods from 
such purchaser or the value thereof. 

The Supreme Court in this case has 
held that such a purchase and taking 
of property without making such in- 
quiry is a fraud upon the insolvent law, 
as being out of the usual course of bus- 
iness, and is void as against the cred- 
itors or the assignee of the insolvent. 
This decision will tend to do away with 
fraudulent transfers by small retail 
dealers for the purpose of defrauding 
their creditors, and will force fraudu- 
lent puchasers who are looking for an 
opportunity to assist such insolvents in 
defeating the object of the insolvent 
law and preventing their property from 
being ratably distributed among their 
creditors, to look for some other and 
more reputable means of livelihood. 
This decision is in aecord with the de- 
cision upon the same subject by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States-in the 
construction of similar provisions of 
the bankrupt law.

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HIS. TRAMPING DONE. 


€HARLES DELOSS SEES THE END OF 
HIS YEAR’S FREEDOM. 


Must Return to the Government 
Hospital for the Insane—Escaped 
from the Great National Asylum 
n Year Ago—Came to California. 
Tramp. 


With his one brief year of freedom to 
wander up and down the land as a 
tramp gone by, Charles Deloss will to- 
Gay start east on his way back to the 
government hospital for the insane in 
Washington, D. C., whence he escaped 
on Washington's birthday, 1895. Dr. A. 
C. Patterson, assistant physician and 
clerk of the great national asylum, and 
Lieut. T. B. Amiss of the Washington 
police force, arrived Thursday to take 
charge of the man. 

Some months ago Deloss was arrested 
as a tramp, down in the southwestern 
part of Los Angeles, where he had been 
begging his bread from door to door. 
Before his sixty-days term was up, it 
Was discovered that Deloss was an 
escaped inmate of the government hos- 
pital for the insane, and at the request 
of United States District Attorney 
Denis, Chief Glass detained him until 
the hospital management could send 
some one to take him back to Washing- 
ton. Deloss’s brother had learned that 
he was in jailin Los Angeles as a 
tramp, and had written to the govern- 
ment hospital, asking it to do some- 
thing for the unfortufa&te man. 

In the latter part of 1894 this man, 
Charles Deloss, was arrested in Dakota 


on a charge of sending obscene matter | 


through the mails. Before his trial 
Came off, it became apparent that De- 
loss was insane, and not really respon- 
sible for his acts. So he was commit- 
ted to the government asylum for. the 


insane in Washington. It was in Janu- 


ary, 1895, that Deloss was taken there. 
His case was a mild form of melan- 
cholia, with some slight tendency to the 
delusion that he was being persecuted. 
Deloss was restless and anxious to es- 
Cape. He made a rope of his bed-clothes 
and, dressed only in his underclothes, 
down and escaped. 

OSS was without money, but in 
spite of that trifling N he 
started straight for Califor:.ia. and be- 
fore long reached his destination In 
Bpite of the fact that he was a mun 


of fair intelligence and some little edu- 


cation, he lived the life of a coinmon 
tramp until arrested here in Ios An- 
geles. The most striking thing about 
his appearance then was thut he wore 
Shirt made of an old gunny sack. 


Dr. Patterson last evening told some | 


interesting things about the great in- 
stitution with which he is connected. 
tal for the in- 
e seid, .“ Is spoken of 

in Washington as 
from the fact that it has incorporated 
an old naval hospital which bore that 
name. It is in the District o? Colum- 
bia, across the east branch of the Po- 
tomac from the Capitol. It is an im- 
mense institution, containing 1700 pa- 
tients. There are a superintendent and 
seven assistant physicians in charge, 
and a large staff of attendants. 

‘It was largely due to the efforts of 

rothea L. Dix, the great philanthro- 
pist, that the hospital was founded. For 
years Dix devoted her whole time 
to the study of the treatment of the 
insane, and of criminals. She trav- 
eled far and wide, investigating the 
subject exhaustively. To ber per- 


sistent efforts and unflagging energy ls 


due in large part the great improve- 

ment in American asylums and prisons. 

She worked her hardest to brine about 

the founding of a national asylum for 

and Sailors. who should zo in- 


“Since that beginning. the scope of 
St. Elizabeth’s work has greatly hroad- 
ened. Now he have not only insane 
soldiers and sailors, but several othe: 
classes of patients. United States pris- 
oners who go insane while serving out 
their sentences, or o are found to 
be insane at the time of the trial. are 
gent to St. Blizabeth’s. The indigent 
insane who claim the District of Col- 
umbia as their home, are there given 
the care thev need, As you know, Wach- 
ington a lodestone for all the cranks 
of the universe—at least. of our uni- 
verse. A large nart of the work we 
do is to care for these unfortunate neo- 
ple until thev can be returned to the 
State they claim as their home.”

SAN PEDRO. 
People Indignant About Harbor Ap- 
propriations. 


BAN PEDRO, March 27.—(Regular 


Correspondence.) The greatest indigna- 
tion prevails here because of the report 
that the House Commiittee on Rivers 
and Harbors has inserted in ite bill an 
appropriation for harbor work at Santa 
Monica, thus seriously jeopardizing the 
expected appropriation for San Pedro 
Harbor. The Times was te first paper, 


news to the San Pedro people. Copies 
of The Times this. morning were eag~ 
erly sought after, and papers were 
by three or four persons at once. 
It was reported yesterday from 4 pri- 
vate source that 4 personal telegram

D. C., saying that the House commit- 
tee would recommend an appropriation 
‘of $392,000 for San Pedro and $3,000,000 
for Santa Monica. 
In the light of the information from 
Washington, gossip has been renewed 
in reference to the Southern Pacific 
wharf, which extends along the water 
front here. About three weeks ago 3 


gang of men was kept busily engaged 
in driving piles. Suddenly the work 
was stopped, and it has not been re- 


newed since. This fact is explained by 
the company with the statement that 
the men were needed elsewhere. But a 
considerable quantity of track has been 
remov from the wharf.

The occupancy of 
the dock by the company is by author- 
ity of a franchise granted by the Super- 
visors in 1881. This extends over a pe- 
riod of twenty years, and will expire 
five years from now. The city of San 
Pedro was in orated since the Su-

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II TEACHERS. 


The Second Day of the Associa 
tion Meeting. 


A Larger Audience Than on the 
pening Day. 


Several Very Fine Addresses Made 
During the Day—Reports of Com- 
mittees—Reception at the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


rt 


The second day of the convention of 
the Southern California Teachers’ As- 
sociation at the Normal School was 
even more largely attended than the 
opening day. President Keyes called the 
meeting to order at 9:30 o’clock sharp, 
opening the affair with music and such 
businéss as was brought up. Immedi- 


ately on the disposal of this the pro- 


gramme proper was started with the 
report of the Committee on Needed 
School Legislation, read by the chair- 
man, Edward Hyatt of Riverside. The 
main points of the report are in sub- 
stance as follows: (1) A recommenda- 
tion that the time for the change of 
boundaries and the formation.of new 
school districts be changed to extend 
from November 1 to the first Monday 
of the following March in each year, so 
as not to clash with the assessing of 
property. (2) A recommendation that 
the compulsory education law, being a 


dead letter and a cause of needless ex- 


pense, be wiped off the statute books, 
(3) The county superintendent of 
schools should purchase all supplies and 
furniture, and locate schoolhouses to 
avoid serious mistakes constantly made. 
(4) The kindergarten, when organized 
on the same plane as the primary 
school, should receive the same recog- 
nition from the State as the primary 
school. (5) Suitable provisions should 
be made for change of boundary in 
union high school districts, and in dis- 
trict high school districts. The report 
is signed by all the members of the 
committee. 

State Superintendent S. T. Black dis- 
cussed the report and said that the only 
way. to change the laws as they now 
stand is.to appoint a committee who, 
ass by a good lawyer, could draft 
and prepare a new code He therefore 
moved that the report be adopted and 
that a copy of the same be sent to the 
office of the State Superintendent, and 
by him referred to the Committee of 
Sixteen and the Council Committee on 
Needed Legislation for their considera- 
tion The motion unanimously pre- 


The president then called on Dr. 

omas J: Bailey of the State Univer- 
sity for his lecture on Adolescence,“ 
given yesterday instead of Thursday on 
account of the speaker’s illness. Dr. 
Bailey is a clear convincing speaker, 
short and epigrammatic. Among other 
things he said that adolescence is the 
process of getting grown. The special 
period of getting grown is between 13 
and 25 years for boys, and 12 and 20 
ye for girls. But this period is 


y an exaggeration of the growing 
symptoms we see in all children. Child- 
ren developed in accordance with the 
“law” of evclution. This has two pro- 
cesses, differentiation and integration. 
In the former new ‘traits appear, old 
powers he.wme more complex, new cor- 
respoudences with environment occur. 
By integration we mean the codrdina- 
tion of traits and powers into a vigorous 


self-poised character. Adolescence may 


show abnormalities in both of these pro- 
cesses. The young person may become 
differentiated only in spots. There may 
be atrophy or there may be exaggera- 
tion of any of his instincts. ~ These are 
biological, individual, social (the ani- 
mal instinct) and aesthetical (religious, 
artistic, philosophical,) logical (scien- 
tific, rational,) ethical. One adolescent 
may “flock by himself,” because his so- 
cial instincts may not be developed, 
while his individual instincts may be 
running riot. Hence the crimes of 
adolescence nst sociality, Or he 
may be social, altruistic, full of human 
feeling, but have no individual back- 
bone to his character. Let the lower 
schools prepare the child for a healthy, 
ali-sided, well-knit adolescence. We 
do not want good fathers to be bad 
citizens, or good church members to be 
bid fathers, or any of the wretched 
misfits whose characters have not been 
integrated. Beneath courses of study, 
methods, principles of discipline, should 
de an all-sided knowledge of the child- 
ren we educate. We can best prepare 
our children for the danger period of 
adolescence by (1) training for habit; (2) 
nurture for instinct; (3) development 
for aptitude. The cry of the teacher 
should. echo the cry of our loving 
‘Father: “Young man, give Me thine 
eart.“ 
’ ‘An intermission was here taken on 
account of the non-arrival of the next 
speaker.

the course ot study, very elabor- 


jology takes the place it naw occupies 
among the sciences, and then passed on 
to the discussion of the animal motor, 
beginning at the lowest level and work- 
ing up to the living, breathing man. 
What moves the animal? Muscle does 
that; but then what moves the muscle? 
The same thing that moves the steam- 
boat, that moves the bullet from the 
gun. It is contraction. The necessary 
lever moves upon a fulcrum, plays with 


the muscle and the animal moves. In 


the human muscle there are the con- 
tractile cells, so formed that they are 
almost entirely contractile in form. 
These are the cause of muscle move- 
ment, being a part of the muscle itself. 
The heart muscle has other cells; cells 
gifted with the rhythmical contractile 
power of their own, not gained from 
outside influence; and these cells keep 
up their movement till the animal dies. 
It is impossible to study these things 
in the higher vertebrates, because they 
are under such nice balance that the 
movement ceases directly they are iso- 
lated trom the rest of the body. So the 
physiologist studies frogs and other rep- 
tiles in which he finds muscles that 
can be isolated, and still kept alive, 
the experiments explaining the working 
of the muscle as it comes. The animal 
motor came into the world through 
vegetable life, goes through all the 
changes till it reaches the connecting 
link between the vegetable and the an- 
imal kingdoms, and then with. rapid 
strides advances til] it is completed

ate system of study was outlined, a 
simple tabular statement of the time 
being given. The minority report of 
C. T. Meredith is as follows: 

First—That high-school certificates 
should be grouped into classes as. fol- 
lows: (a) Latin, Greek and English; 
(b) Latin, English and mathematics; 
(c) the sciences, collectively; (d) mathe- 
matics and any two sciences as physics 
and botany, physics and chemistry, etc. 

Second—That primary certificates 
should be renewed in all cases where 
the teacher is competent and successful, 

Third—That primary certificates be is- 
sued as heretofore, but that applicants 
for grammar-grade certificates be re- 
quired to show an education equal to 
the course of study of a legal high 
school. 

Fourth—We think the old custom of 
semi-annual examinations is good 
enough and should be kept in use, The 
holding of but one examination a year, 
as recommended by the report, would 
lengthen the term of temporary certifi- 
cates to one year, a course which would 
permit a teacher to pass a year in any 
county upon a temporary certificate, 
after which he could move to some 
other county, teach there a year upon 
a temporary certificate, and then go to 
a third, and so forth. 

Fifth—Fifteen years of experience as 
a member of a county school board in 
this State has convinced me that much 
of the best teaching ability of the State 
is found outside of the Normal’ School 
graduates. As a consequence, I must 
dissent totally from the opinion ex- 
pressed in the report that all examina- 
tions of persons for teachers’. certifi- 
cates should be abolished. Every posi- 
tion in the United States ought to be 
open to competition by any person who 
has the ability to reach it. We think, 
therefore, that the public schools should 
be open to all persons of ability, 
whether Normal graduates or not. 

On motion of Prof. T. H. Kirk both 
reports were ordered printed and dis- 
tributed, practically making an ac- 
ceptance of both. 

The address of the afternoon was 
that made by Prof. S. T. Black, the 
State Superintendent, who spoke on 
“City School Systems.” The speaker 
first touched on the necessity of engag- 
ing trained school teachers. He then 
turned to the schools themselves, and 
told of his firm belief in the grouping, 
grading and classification of pupils, for 
both educational and economic reasons. 
Under a skilful teacher, better and 
greater results will be accomplished 
under this system. But the present 
graduation system places all pupils, 
bright, average and dull, on the same 
plane. This is not the teacher’s fault, 
for her large care ties her hands in 
this respect. It is the fault of the Sys- 
tem, and there must be some way to 
remedy the evil. Mr. Black suggests as 
@ Way out of the difficulty that the 
teachers be permitted to follow their 
pupils through two grades instead “of 
one, thus doubling her usefulness with- 
out materially increasing her work. The’ 
bright pupil might then do two years’ 
work in one, if he was able. and the 
average pupil would get. häck in th 
second year what ha in the firs

so ety. In all the great reforms of his- 
tory the ends are apparently always un- 
satisfactory. When Protestant reforma- 
tion swept over Europe, the upholders 
prophecied the return of the beautiful 
worship of the primitive Christians;

As the world grows bet- 
ter, individual ideas are the ruling 
point. All great reformations in the 
world bear the name of some individ- 
ual who had a little higher idea than 
other individual men. 

At the conclusion of the speaker’s re- 
marks, President Keyes invited all 
present to the reception, He then made 
some further remarks about the pro- 
gramme to be given today, and the 
meeting stood adjourned till 9:80 o’clock 
this morning. 

The reception at the Chamber of 
Commerce was attended by nearly all 
the visiting teachers and those of the 
city, completely filling the two floors of 
the spacious building. Brown’s orches- 
tra played some excellent music, and 
there was a charmingly-informal touch 
in the reception that was very pleas- 
ant. Light refreshments were served 
during the evening, and many of the 
guests stayed till a late hour, examining 
the thousand and one curiosities with 
which they were surrounded.
